the  faults  on  both  sides  that  cau3.d  a  stato  of  distress  l?\st- 
ing  for  moro  than  throe  yoars.  am  thinking  of  the  Stato  of 
mind  of  martyrs  in  our  national  cause  on  tho  nvo  of  their  death. 
Undoubtedly  they  would  not  h.wo  dc3ir  d  to  3oe  the  fall  of 
China,  nd  the  oxltfustion  and  ruin  of  both  Japan  and  China. 

They  would  certainly  have  desired  tho  days  of  ooacn,  co-cxistenco 
and  co-prosoerity  of  both  of  those  countries.  This  also  is 
the  real  '•  ish  in  tho  hearts  •  of  tho  oppressed  pooplo  in  tho 
•  Chungking  area.  Ho- over  they  don’t  oxpross  it. 

J,hero  would  be  no  ono  even  among  those  insisting  on  a 
war  against,  who  do  not  desire  to  see  tbo  day  of  peace,  co¬ 
existence  and  co-orosoority  realized  between  Japan  and  China.

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But  they  think  either  that  such  a  day  will  novor  cone,  or 
that  it  is  still  oromtur. .  ^ovortholoss,  tho  day  has  come  when 
China  and  Jaoan  should  rector^  ncaco  for  tr.eir  coexistence  and 
coprosoority. 

The  treaty  orovidos  that  both  Japan  and  China  shall  re¬ 
spect  each  other’s  sovereignty  and  territory  and  remove  3uch  act¬ 
ions  and  causes  that  will  destroy  tho  friendly  relations  existing 
between  those  two  countries.  So  long  as  tho so  orovi3ion3  nro  in 
force  such  a  quarrol  as  mentioned  above  will  never  arise  betwoon 
Japan  and  China.  This  is  not  a  more  declaration,  and  all  future 
actions  of  thc3o  two  countries  will  prove  it.  How  the  diplomatic 
policy  of  those  two  countries  came  to  bo  agrood  on  that  of 
cooxiotonco  and  coprosoority,  or  mutual  destruction  and  disgrace. 
Tho  military  economic  and  cultural  co-operation  of  thoso  two 
countries  bocatno  not  only  possible),  but  also  oxtromaly  necessary. 
At  tho  nrosont  time,  tho  internat ional  communications  have  so 
much  dovolopod  that  the  distance  between  tho  countries  of  tho 
world  has  boon  so  shortened  that  international  relations  be¬ 
tween  them  become  closer  as  tho  days  go  by  and  tho  collective 
activity  of  countries  has  naturally  become  a  sine  qua  non.  In 
such  day3,  evon  the  country  which  adopted  the  slogan  of  ’’glorious 
isolation"  in  tho  oast  can  not  help  giving  up  hor  traditional 
policies  und  accomodating  herself  to  the  circumstances.  So  it 
i 3  only  natural  for  ^apan  and  China  to  form  an  axis,  promote  the 
welfare  of  both  countries  and  insure  the  oeace  in  East  Asia.  If 
there  had  not  boon  insistence  uoon  tho  war  and  interference  with 
the  restoration  of  peace  on  the  part  of  tho  Chungking  Government, 
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tVio  present  treaty  v  raid  have  boon  accomplished  more  rnoidly. 
Because  of  tho  hindrance  to  tho  restoration  of  oo-co  between  Japan 
and  the  nationalist  Government,  Japan  coaid  not  hoi)  continuing 
her  war  against  tlio  Chungking  Government  oven  daring  nor  negotia¬ 
tions  with  Nationalist  Government  about  tho  nooco  treaty,  nor o- 
uoo.n,  actions  which  Japan  dooms  to  be  necessary  during  tho  war 
must  continuo.  This  is,  of  course,  painful  for  tho  Nationalist 
Government  anu  is  by  no  moans  tho  original  dosiro  of  J-ioan.  This 
ia  ontircly  tho  punishment  imposed  on  tho  Chungking  Government  . 
All  the  oomontrlots  of  Chin" *  Japan  has  agreed  that  she  will 
complete  the  withdrawal  of  her  trooos  in  two  years  after  tho 
armistice,  and  that  she  will  not  us  before  out  such  restraint 
on  China  as  tho  victorious  countries  in  Europe  did  uoon  thr 
defeated,  for  oxaniolc,  to  withdraw  their  troops  only  after  tho 
comolotion  of  reparations  by  tho  defeated,  or  to  despatch  the 
troops  again  on  account  of  delay  in  reparations.  The  other  day, 

I  gave  my  last  advice  again  to  tho  Chungking  side,  because  there 
was  actually  no  reason  why  thoy  should  prolong  tho  war,  and  be¬ 
cause  China  would  forever"  lose  her  hopes  of  reconstruction  in  th 
future,  if  they  still  continue  the  war  tenaciously  and  waste  tho 
driving  power  of  our  nation  ;s  well  as  V  o  vital  cower  of  the 
people.  In  short,  to  save  the  situation  we  must  take  a  wider 

view  of  things. 

T),o  present  signing  of  the  Sino-Jaoaneso  treaty  Is  not 
for  momentary  convenience's  sake,  but  for  lasting  amity  be¬ 
tween  Chinn  and  Japan  and  for  otornal  ooaoo  in  East  Asia  as 

well. 
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Although  aanchuria  cornosod  of  four  north-ea3torn  provinces, 

13  essentially  a  part  of  Chinoso  territory,  ton  yoar3  has 
already  passed  since  th j  9.15  Incident.  All  tho  world  have 
soon  tho  changes  that  have  taken  njaco  during  those  ten  years. 

In  tho  declaration  announced  by  tho  Chinese  Nationalist  Party  on 
Aoril  of  27th  year  (193d)  in  its  extraordinary  plenary  session 
of  all-China  representatives.  At  Wuchang- Hankow  there  was  made 
a  cloar  and  accurate  manifestation  concerning  this  matter.  In 
August  of  28th  yoar  (1939),  we  revised  that  manifestation  in  the 
declaration  issued  at  the  Sixth  all-China  session  in  Shanghai. 

Since  tho  removal  of  the  scat  of  the  Nationalist  Government 
to  Wanking  in  March  this  yoar,  vo  are  adopting  our  policy  along 
this  line.  Hence  the  orosent  announcement  of  the  joint  declaration 
of  Jaoan,  Manchuria  and  China,  V.o,  the  ooople  of  these  throo 
countries  have  been,  and  wilL  ho  brethren.  Each  of  us  ought 
to  endeavour  to  bring  about  tno  happiness  of  the  poonle  and 
ensuro  the  eternal  peace  of  East  Asia,  acting  side  by  side  in 
concert  and  co-operating  with  ono  other.  In  my  on inion  the  idoa 
of  Grcator  Asia  is  what  Dr.  SUII,  father  of  our  nation,  advocated. 

In  recent  :'ears,  it  dcvolopod  into  the  movoment  for  an  East 
Asiatic  Loaguo,  which  advocates  the  formation  of  a  bloc  under 
the  four  fundamental  principles,  of  political  . indooondence, 
military  allianco,  economic  co-operation  and  cultural  fusion, 
of  ovory  nation  in  East  Asia,  theroby  contributing  to  tho  esta¬ 
blishment  of  otornal  peace  in  th;  world,  as  well  as  in  Lost 
Asia.  If  wo  march  on  In  co-operation,  toward  such  a  common  goal 
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frlandly  relations  botvonn  racial  countries  in  East  Asia  cun  be 
promoted  all  the  mere  and  their  -affection  increusod.  I  hope  that 
all  the  Chinese  brethren  rill  in  sincere  co-ooeration  share  and 
complete  this  grave  res ^onaibility  ol  our  days.
